London, Aug. 23—Nearly 200,000 
Scottish: persons emigrated from Scot- 
land during the four years 1909-10- 
14-12. 

‘This number is équal to tavo-thirds 
of the population of Edinburgh, or 
nearly the combined populations — of 
Grimsby, Ipswich and Reading. 

Statistics are printed in’ a ~ parlia~ 
mentary reply by the secretary of 
Scotland to a question by Mr, Jesse 
Collings. They show. how. emigration 
has increasod, the following figures 
being the number of Scoltish immi- 
grants only; 1909, 84,252; 19140, 55,-

net work of main and branch lines is becoming so 
complicated as to require considerable study to as- 
certain just what the railway status in the province 
is. Several important branch lines have been com- 
pleted this year but for the most part the com- 
panies have centred their operations on the con- 
struction of the transcontinental lines through to 
the coast. This work will be completed next year 
and then the problem of constructing branch lines 
to tap the numerous fertile agricultural plains of the 
province will be taken up. 

In anticipation of this line of work the G,T.P., 
C.N.R. and C.P.R. have all had their surveying 
gangs busy during the past year and with the open- 
ing of 1915 active construction of branch lines will 
be commenced. The C.P.R. has on foot a plan for 
a second transcontinental line - from Edmonton 
through to the Pacific coast; the Canadian North- 
ern plans a line to tap the Peace River country and 
the Edmonton and Dunvegan line, which Is now 
under course of construction, will also be extended 
north and westward until the coast is reached. The 
Grand Trunk Pacific has plans for the construction 
of branch lines radiating in every direction from 
Fdmonton, from Mirror and from Edson 

The Great Northern also has its eyes on the 
trade of the Canadian northland and has had a 
corps of surveyors in the Peace River Country for 
over two years laylng out tentative routes. This 
company now has a pian under way for extending 
its line from the boundary through Lethbridge 
and thereby tapping the coal flelds of the south. 
Evidently from the operations of the survey gangs 
It Is the Intention of the company to extend this 
line up through the Peace and across the Pacific 
but no definite information will be forthcoming un- 
til the Hill interests get ready to start thelr steam 
shovels to work. They are not given to advertls- 
ing their movements, 

Taking everything into consideration the next 
five years will be the most actlye and the most {m- 
portant in the railway history of the province, The 
construction of. transcontinentals 1s Important but 
the building of the feeders for the main line, 
branches which tap every nook and corner of the 
province where frelght is to be secured, is of even 
more importance. When the branch lines pro- 
grams of the varlous corporations are carried out 
Alberta will have the best railway service to be 
found on the contnent and will also incidentally 
produce the goods necessary for thelr operation,

The establishing of up-to-date agricultural 
schools in different sections of the province by the 
provincial department of agriculture should mect 
with the complete approval of every resident in 
Alberta. The schools are so situated as to be of 
easy access from every part of the province and 
through a corps of capable instructors the budding 
agriculturalists of the province will be placed ina 
position where they can learn many of the fine 
points of scientific farming which they could not 
learn on the farm. Special &rrangements have been 
completed for fitting up the different institutions 
with all the apparatus necessary in demonstrat- 
ing to the pupils the various points on soil culture 
and fertilization which are now recognized an essen- 
lial part of a farmer’s education. 

During the past decade United States authorities 
have through special schools been laying consider- 
able emphasis upon the fact that the man who takes 
up farming as a profession, should be taught cer- 
tain scientific principles which would ensure to him 
larger yields and consequently increased profits 
each year. Atberta is at present ina position where 
the schools are not so necessary as they are in Uni- 
led States due to the fact that there is no abso- 
lute necessity for scientific farming as yet, the soil 
still retaining enough of its virgin fertility to ensure 
good crops. But, as has been pointed out, such 
conditions cannot prevail forever and the rising 
generations will of necessity have {o learn at least 
the rudiments of scientific farming if they are to 
make the success which is desired, 

The agricultural school is not a new idea. It 
has been tried and proved efficient in a score of 
countries. In Alberta the department of agricul- 
ture has brought the schools into being primarily 
for the benefit of the farmers of the province and 
incidentally to guarantee improved conditions 
throughout the province, The department has 
taken a step in the right direction,

IN CLYDE DISTRICT 


Grain flelds in the Clyde section are 
exoeplionally promising this year. This 
week tho first oats were cut when Mr. 
Antone Leindecker put the binder in 
the fleld Monday afternoon, The oats 
wero quite heavy, Mr. Leindeckor 
estimated they would thresh 50 or 60 
bushels to the acre, “This farmer has 
in some wheat which he estimates will 
ithresh 25 bushels to the aore, if not 
considerably more, 

As this is the first crop to which Is 
afforded transportation, the grain rals- 
ing of this section {8, nesossurily, in 
its Infancy. In the past some farmers 
have raised wheat and hauled it a 
considerable ‘distance to the railroad, 
Lack of railroad facilities did not tend 
to stimulate the settlers in this section 
to turn to grain growing extensively. 
hey turned to stock, Beginning with 
this year, there will be a marked in- 
crease in the grain growing acreage in 
the Clyde section. There is this year 
an increase of 25 per cent. over ast 
year. The inorease next year will be 
greater, It ts estimated by some that 
ithe increase will be as great as 50 per 
cent: With the location of an elevator 
at Clyde, thereby making provisions for 
hdiidling grain, ‘the settlers will in- 
erease their grain growing aoreage, 
Also, thera must be figured, the home- 
steaders are gelting their places. into 
shape, and each year sees a larger 
number of farms and larger number of 
acres under cultivation, 

In the past Clyde has grown oats 
extensively, using the grain for feed 
locally consumed, The stook raising 
industry has ‘been keepimg pace with 
dovelopments, with ‘the result 
that the man «who. raised oats had no 
diMeculty In disposing of them. In 
fact, oats at Clyde lias sold generally a 
litle higher. !than the Edmonton mar- 
ket quotations, 

Besides wheat and oats, the Clyde 
farmers raise considerable barley, eto. 
Much hay is put up in ‘this section of 
the country because of the luxuriant 
growlh of all vegetation in this par-

6. for $2.50, trial 
Sent on ,recelpt. of price by 


Okanagan Valley Able to 


Supply City Cheap Fruit 


Market Superintendent Has‘in Mind a Plan for a Commission Depart- 


ment Which Would Be Able 


to Make an Arrangement to 


Bring the Products of the District to Edmonton. 


Mad the new market building been 


ready this fall the ‘market superintend- 
ent had a plan In view whereby It 
would have been possible for the citl- 
zens of Edmonton to purchase all kinds 


of fresh fruits at a very small margin 
above the wholesale cost. He propos- 
ed to establish a commission depart- 
ment. in connection with the market. 
This department would recelve — fruit 
from the Okanagan valley in car load 
lols on consignment charging only a 
very small percentage for the handling 
of the fruit. This arrangement would 
have been a boon to the housekeepers 
as. it would ‘have meant a great saving 
‘In the price of the winter supply of 
preserved fruits, 

E, T. Baines recently returned from 
a two week's trip to the Okanagan 
valley, While away he made some 
inquiries. along this line and ‘belleves 
that it is just what Edmonton wants. 

It only takes 48 hours to bring 
fruit through from the valley by ex- 
press. Mr, Baines describes in a very 
interesting way his impressions of the 
fruit lands in the following letter: 

Leaving Sycamouse Junction at 
10:30, the train) wound round the 
base of mountains covered wilh timber 
three-quarters of their height; along 
lakes and rivers which sparkled in the 
morning sun; passed Armstrong, End- 
erby, Vernon Junction, Okanagan 
Landing, which is situated at the head 
of the beautiful Okanagan Lake, 90 
miles long and varying in width from 
one to sixteen miles. 


Boautiful Lako Trip. 

Going aboard the S, S, Okanagan we 
soon were steaming over the clear, 
‘blue waters of the lake. One nolice- 
able feature of the water in the B. C. 
lakes js its clearness, enabling one to 
see to a depth of 25 and 40 feet. The 
residents informed mo that the lake 
abounds in trout and a species of land- 
locked salmon which readily take elther 
fly or spinner Many a fine speciment 
is taken in this way by. the residents, 
The sail down the lake was all that 
could be desired and will Jast in my 
years. The tall 
mountains rose from the'lake’s edge 
land towered thousands of feel above 
jus, While here and there a small vil- 
lage surrounded by frit farms cluster- 
ed near some creek, told of a thriving 
settlement. These settlements demon- 
sire what the soil tan produce once 
an irrigation system is installed. Here, 
Where some five years ago was nothing 
I iut second growth Jack pine, sage 
bush and eactus, today has thriving 
orchards heavily laden wilh fruit such 
ab apples, péars, peaches,” apricots, 


crabapples and. grapes 
small fruits, viz. raspberries, red and 


black cherries, strawberries. 


Westbank is siluated, as its name 


implies, on the west side of the lake. 
The land is of terrace: formation and 
is komposed of voleanic ash and clay. 


This land, to the uninitiated, laoks-as 


if it would produce nothing, but once 


the water is turned on, what before 
seemed a barren wilderness becomes 
a most productive piece of land, Ap- 
ples, pears, crabapples, peaches apri- 
cols, plums and cherries’ are all grown 
well and, with the exeeption of the 
cherries, which were over, gave prom- 
ise of an abundant crop, 
idea of the crop may be gieaned from 
the fact that four year old trees of the 
Johnathan and Wagner apple were 
carrying from 60 lo 150 apples each. 
In older orchards the owners calculated 
the yield would be from four to 10 
boxes per tree, 

Can you imagine a more beautiful 
sight than 10 acres of well kept fruit 
trees, all full bearing and with branch- 
es Which require support from the 
weighing of the ripening fruit, r 

From a financial standpoint, fruit 
farming is & success, once your or- 
chard becomes bearing, Apples may 
be reckoned at $1.00 per box and many 
srowers assured me that their trees 
would yield at least ten boxes per 
tree. or 841,000 per acre, 

Peaches, aprivols and cherries all 
sive splendid results but this frutt is 
easily damaged in translit and the grow- 
er must wateh to whom he ships and 
what condition his frult fs in‘ when 
shipped, 

Olimate Almost Ideal, 

The olimate of the valley is, accord- 
ing to the residents, almost ideal. The 
rainfall is small, while snow is seldom 
seen in the valley and. when it does 
fall dt docs not remain for any length 
of tire 

The Okanagan Valley, and Westbank 
in panticular, are favored spots in 
British) Columbia where mature has 
provided good climate, boating, sthoot- 
Ing and fishing. Deer and bear are 
plentiful in the mountains, while on 
the slopes are found blue “grouse, 
prairie chicken and partridge. 

To the farmer on the prairie, who 
has for years toiled and contended 
with the heat in summer and the cold 
In winter, Westbank forms an ideal 
haven of rest and quiet with just suf- 
ficienlL amount of work to keep — the 
owner in gcoe health, for whch the 
owner is amply repaid by abundant 
crops of delicious fruit,

EDUCATION DUE 
TOTHE GROWTH 
OF DMOCRAC 


Explanation by W, L, Richard- 
soh, Director of New. scheme 
Which Will Be Established 
This Fall. igen oe 


heehi bullt up. during the last (We cell- 
tuvies, was all in favor of the priviles- 
ed classes, the students who intended 
taking up a-professional ‘career, ‘l'ech- 
nical education ts tho Inevitable, out- 
come-of the’ growth of democracy.” 


This was the statement of W. L. 
Richardson, ~ director of technical 
education under the school board in 
discussing the new scheme o? techint- 
cal education, which will be establish- 
ed this fall, : 

Mr. Richardson has. made a Hfe-long 
study of the principles of technical 
education, and Is in a .posilion to deal 
authoritatively both: with the economic 
and physiological side of ithe questioo. 

The basic principles of education, ac- 
cording to ‘Mr.-Richardson ies.in giving 
the pupils instruction which will) lead 
them to correct methods of living and 
which will) enable: them to earn an 
adequate livelihood, The old system of 
education, Richardson stated, met ad- 
mirably the requirements: of the stud- 
ent who intended going in for the so 
called learned professions, but allo- 
gether neglected the pupils who_ In- 
tended taking up a‘business or mechan- 
icai career, “The intending minister 
or physician," sald Mr. Richardson, 
“had his needs catered for’ while the 
embryo engineer or mason was not 
considered at all. 

Not An Equal Chance, 

“The old system of education had 
been considered fair,’ said Mr, Richard- 
son, “in that it gave every pupil the 
same chance. It was not generally 
conceded, Mr. Riehardson added, thot 
the same chance did nol necessarily 
mean an equal chanee, Phe capabili- 
tles of differemt students were so rad:- 
cally different that the course which 
enabled one pupil to. obtain a good 
start in life was of little or no value 
to another.” 

Mr, Richardson has made a close 
study of the ages at which pupils leave 
school. Taking Toronto as a typical 
case, Mr. Richardson found that 77 
ner cent. of the puplls did not take ‘the 
whole of the public school course, and 
only 22 per cent. went on to the high 
school. According to Mr. Richardson. 
the falling offin the higher grades can- 
not wholly be accounted for by the fact 
that the pupils were compelled to earn 
a Hvelihood at the age of {14 or 15 
years, because of force of necessity. 
In his opinion, the explanation lies 
rather In the fact that the students 
themselves,, and their parents decided 
that. there was nothing in the course 
which made it worth the — former's 
whilo to remain longer at sohool Boys 
and girls of 14, Mr. Richardson point- 
ed out, are full of life, and the desire 
‘to be doing something which will fit 
them for life, and the 0 
{hem for lifes work was predominat- 
ing. 

The result was iat they did not 
want to spend any longer time in learn- 
ing mere theory which: would only 
prove of practicable value to the smal! 
percentage who inlendes going in for 
professional life. 

A perfect educational system, in Mr. 
Richardson's opinion, is one in which 
the time of the pupil is divided equally 
between practice and theory, and in the 
Edmonton technica! school he will en-

he leaves school, and to {mmedlalely 
enter it when he first, seeks a position. 

The technical course meevia the re- 
quirements of the boy or the girl who 
wants lo feel that he is really “work- 
ing,’ The warpenter's son, when em- 
ployed in the workshop feels that he 
is ‘following in falher’s footsteps." 

Technical education, according to 
Mr. Kichardson, is just as important 
for the girl as for the boy. In the 
case of a girl student, indeed, the 
case ‘is doubly diMeult, for ‘she has 
to be taught the lessons of making a 
living for herself, in the first placa, 
and of conducting a home when she 
comes to marry, In the case of a girl, 
Mr. Richardson stated, technieal educa- 
fion, preperly understood, meant her 
training as a home-builder 

Fixing Up Cap Barns,

In the machine room, thery 
will be a universal saw, jointer and a 
large quantity of other apparatus, A 
forge room, with down draught’ forge, 
is also belng established. A novel 
feature of the school, is a fully equip- 
ped printing room, where the elements 
of printing will be taught,

One of the most important sleps to 
be taken by the women will be the 
starting of a movement. for the limita- 
tion of the franchise for. mén, At 
present any man of the age of ¥f 
years he may become a British subject 
no matter what his nationality, 

The Calgary Council. of Women pro- 
poses to make it impossible for any 
man to vote who cannot read the 
Brilisit North America Act in the Bnz- 
lish language. 

Efforts will be made to secure. the 
appointnent of two women to the Gal- 
gary police force, -The claim is made 
that women have made very suecess- 
ful members of the police forces in 
other cilies and that their presence 
would be beneficial here in a number of 
ways.
